REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8-14 
are considered allowable since none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose the combination of limitations specified in the claims. Specifically: a method for 
regenerating a nitrogen oxide storage catalytic converter arranged in an exhaust pipe of 
an internal combustion engine, including at least after the first regeneration mode, 
implementing a second regeneration mode in which a variable value is provided for the 
air/fuel ratio A M such that the time rate of change d A M /d t of the air/fuel ratio A M is set as a 
function of one of i) mass flow of the exhaust gas flowing through the nitrogen oxide 
storage catalytic converter, and ii) an internal combustion engine operating variable 
linked with the mass flow of the exhaust gas; wherein rising value of the air/fuel ratio Am 
are assigned to a higher exhaust gas mass flow that dropping values of the air/fuel ratio 
A M is not disclosed by the prior art.
